URBAN STOPPED

W. L. DUDLEY SUBMITS OPEN LET-
TER TO THE PUBLIC EXPLAIN-
ING WHY WORK WAS NOT CON-
TINUED AT SEASIDE,

The stoppage of track-laying on the
Astorin-Seaside  Interurban  Electrie
Rallway and the inguiries ineldent there-
tu, have evoked the following stete-
ment from the company's representa-
tive, W, L. Dudley ;

“To the Publie: A pumber of en-
quiries having been made as to why the
work on the Interurban Railway has
been  temporarily  stopped, 1 woull
like to state that it is due to the fact
that the lown council have not passed
the ordinance approving of and estiuh-
lishing the street grade in Main street
an filed by Mr, Asthury, the county sur-
veyor, who was employed by the town
of Seaside to do the work. The grades
and elevations as furnished us from the
office of Mr. Spittle were strictly ad-
hered to, snd grading and laying of ties
were based on these figures, and after
laying one-half mile of the same we
are told by Mr., Spittle, the town at-
torney—which is confirmed by the rec-
orde of the town—that the established
grade hos “pot” leen approved and
passed by the town council ss we were
led to believe. The grade as establishod
by the town of Seaside for us to lay our
timek by wos hased upon as ‘improved’
sireet, and was conformed to by us
ts the letter,

“The mwembers of the council now say
that we shonld conform to the present
grade of the street es ‘unimproved’ and
raise the track in the future to the
grade now established, when the street
ir ‘improved.

“As the matter now slands we might
be ordersd to change our tracks at any
time to suit the convenience of the
couneil in either lowering or raising it
to any grade they may see fit to estab-
lish, We refuse to be placed in such a
position and will await the pleasure of
the council to decide if they will approve
the grade as established by Mr, Ast-
bury, and fumished us as the one to
work by.

“If the town of Seaside desires to have
the railway as projected they will at
onee establish the grade ns furnished us
us heing the correct one at the next
meeting of the council. Respectfully,

“RATE ORDER

WASHINGTON RAILROAD COMMIS-
SION WILL ISSUE JOINT WHEAT
RATE ORDER AUGUST : TO BE
EFFECTIVE ON 2:8T OF MONTH

According to the Olympia Olympian
the joint wheat rate order is to b
irsued by the railrond commjssion on
August 1. according to the present pro-
grom, This will make it effective Aug-
ust 21 umder the provisions of the com-
mission luw. In this cotmection it says:
Although they have no official infor-
mation on the subject, members of the
railrond commission believe the milroads
will aequiesce in the joint wheat rate
order and that it will not be taken into
the courts, It is even possible that the
railroads muy promulgate their  joint
rate turifl before August 2L Imquiry
at the office of the commission on the
part of certain railroad traffic officials
indicmtes that they are prepared to is-
sie these tariffs as soon as the commis
sion issue the joint wheat rate order,

The reaons for acceplance of the or-
der on the part of the railronds has not
been  clearly explsined, especially in
view of the fact that until ten days ago
it appeared that the question of joint
rates. including also the constitutional-
ity of the commission law, was to be
earried through all the courts in the
land, if neeessary, to postpone accept-
ance of the joint wheat rate order.

It was openly stated by traffie offie-
inls of the 0. R, & N, that a joint whent
raié would mean an annual loss to the
road of $300,000, but it appears at
present that the Oregon line is as will-
ing ns the Washington lines to accept
the order of the commission when it
oomes,

BIG LOGS

PIONEER IRON WORKS AT OLYMPIA
COMPLETES NEW DEVICE FOR
UNLOADING LOGS FROM CARS
WITHOUT CAUSING JAM.

The Pioneer Iron Works at Olympia
is just. completing a log unloading ma-
chine to be used in the unloading of
logs on the Port Townsend Southera

trestle on the Westside. The machine
consists of w two cylinder double seting
oscillating engine. boller, water tank
and erane, all mountsd on a steel
framework on wheels,

The axles are connected with the en-
gine by means of a wpur gear so that
the machine can be moved vp and down
the track beside the log train, under
it« own steam.

A steel erune projecta out from the
side of the machine ecarrying a block
and esble. The cable is designed to be
placed under the load of logs and by
means of a drum it can be wound in.
thus lifting or rolling the log into
the bay.

The object of the unloader is to pre-
vent the logs from piling vp in & jam
in one place, as they do now. The un-
londer will dump the logs from each
cor where it stands thus stringing the
logs all along the trestle.

Certain ears of special timber can also
b dumped in n different boom from
the work of grading the logs when they
are in the bay.
